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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-31, drawn to a method of treating a motor neuron disease in a patient in 
need thereof, comprising delivering a NOI, wherein the NOI encodes a 
neuotrophic product, such as SMN-1, GDNF, IGF-1 or VEGF. classified in class 
424, subclass 198.1. 

II. Claims 1-31, drawn to a method of treating a motor neuron disease in a patient in 
need thereof, comprising delivering a NOI, wherein the NOI encodes a anti- 
apoptotic product, such as XIAP, MAP, BCL-2 or RAR02. classified in class 
514, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are patentably distinct inventions for the following reasons. In the 
instant case the different invention of group I is drawn to delivering a NOI, wherein the NOI 
encodes a neuotrophic product, such as SMN-1, GDNF, IGF-1 or VEGF, while the different 
invention of group II is drawn to delivering a NOI, wherein the NOI encodes a anti-apoptotic 
product, such as XIAP, NIAP, BCL-2 or RAR02. The invention of group I is drawn to 
neurotrophic proteins, which have patentably distinct structures and functions from the anti- 
apoptotic proteins of group II. The neurotrophic proteins of group I only function on neurons, 
while the anti-apoptotic proteins can be used to inhibit apoptosis in many cells types. 
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Furthermore, searching the inventions of groups I-II together would impose a serious 
search burden. In the instant case, the search of a neuotrophic protein and a anti-apoptotic protein 
are not co-extensive. Finally, the inventions of groups I -II have a separate status in the art as 
shown by their different classifications As such, it would be burdensome to search the inventions 
of groups I-II together. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
